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Election/Restriction 

The preliminary amendment of 6-23-05 is acknowledged. 
Claims 1-10 are pending. 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1, 2, and 5-9, drawn to compounds of formula (I) or (F); 

and pharmaceutical composition and process thereof; classified in class 514, subclass 
266.3, and class 544, subclass 283. 

II. Claims 3, 4 and 10, drawn to compounds of formula (II) or (IF); pharmaceutical 
composition and process thereof; classified in class 514, subclass 539, and class 560, 
subclass 35. 

Inventions Group I and II are related as mutually exclusive species in an intermediate- 
final product relationship. Distinctness is proven for claims in this relationship if the 
intermediate product is useful to make other than the final product, and the species are patentably 
distinct (MPEP § 806.05(j)). In the instant case, the intermediate product is deemed to be useful 
as another product such as a heat-sensitive recording material as evident by Otsuji et. al. (US 
5,270,281) and the inventions are deemed patentably distinct because there is nothing of record 
to show them to be obvious variants. 

They also differ from each other because each group is drawn to a ring system that is 
distinct and patentable over each other. Essentially, these are independent inventions as 
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compounds of one group can be utilized alone, and not in combination of those in other groups. 
Note, the core of Group I is a bicyclic system while that of Group II is a simple monocyclic 
system. Clearly, a prior art that renders obvious one invention would not do so to the other. 

Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these inventions 
listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and there would be a 
serious search and examination burden if restriction were not required because one or more of 
the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different 
classification; 

(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their recognized 
divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching different 
classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different search queries); 

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to another 
invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 101 
and/or 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph.
